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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 5, 7, 9, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Padi. 

The patent to Padi discloses a dice comprising a plurality of faces, each face 
having numbers. Each face has an equal chance of being rolled on each cast of the 
dice. Padi's dice further comprises a means for braking 70. Padi's dice further 
comprises an upper half 30 and lower half 20. Each half has an inner shell 50 and outer 
shell 22, 32. The inner and outer shells are joined together using a protrusion and 
mating apertures 56. The upper and lower halves are press fit, col. 5, lines 17-19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Padi. 
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Determining exactly how the upper and lower halves are to be sealed together 
(e.g. press fit, welded, screw threaded, glued, etc.) is simply a manufacturing design 
choice which is always obvious in the art. 

5. Claims 2 and 1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Padi as applied to claim 1 and 5 above, and further in view of Zocchi. 

The patent to Zocchi discloses a die having a plurality of faces. In view of such 
teaching, it would have been obvious to modify Padi's dice such that it comprises a 
multiple of faces (e.g. 100 face) in order for the dice to randomly select lottery number 
for playing a lottery game. 

6. Claims 3, 4, 6, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Padi as applied to claim 1 , 5 and 1 1 above, and further in view of 
David. 

The patent to David discloses a hollow die having tungsten particles therein for 
braking the die, col. 15, lines 39-42. In view of such teaching, it would have been 
obvious to replace Padi's ball 70 for tungsten particles in order to more effectively brake 
Padi's dice. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent to Milbaum discloses a hollow dice ball having liquid 
34 therein for braking the dice.
